R ecen t news stories reveal a growing strength of the Inter­ 
state Commerce Commission.

merce, the commission has even tried overriding the1 province of 
our own state railroad and warehouse commission. 
Brainerd is in a section ol Minnesota which is peculiarly sus­ 
ceptible to chances in freight rates. 
Only recently the I. ('. G, 
put in effect a raise of freight rates affecting so-called Fargo 
territory and as luck would have it, or rather to our misfortune, 
Brainerd was enmeshed in the section which was Hive ii the* in­ 
creased freight rates. As matters now stand, a Minneapolis ship­ 
per, so it is said, can ship cheaper from Minneapolis to certain 
points on the Minnesota & International railway than Brainerd 
jobbers or wholesale men. 
The same situation, it is said, con­ 
fronts us on shipments to the west. 
Brainerd has generally believed itself in Twin Cities and 
Twin Ports territory. 
Lumber companies, Hour people and Other 
interests in Brainerd have taken up the matter of this u h s night 
change in our freight rates and a decision is expected shortly. 
Tile I. C. C. was dealing with interstate commerce in the 
Fargo affair, but just recently its lutings hau collided headon 
with the Minnesota Railroad and Warehouse Commi sloe. \\ e fail 
to see where the I. C. C. gains the power to give us a schedule of 
freight rates within Minnesota jurisdiction. 
Many local shippers are studying this interesting situation 
and casting about for relief. 
Farm ers at a hearing in Minne­ 
apolis announced they would seek relief in establishment of true!, 
lines and do their own trucking in preference to pay in., high 
freight rates. 
We hope this whole matter can he amicably adjusted. 
We! 
are glad to see the railroads sharing in thf general prosperity oi 
the country’. 
The way railroad stocks are tieing quoted these 
days shows they are gradually recovering from the depression 
of former years. 
Care must be exercised that the equilibrium between railway 
freight rates and the well tieing of any community or section of 
the state is not rudely disturbed. Freight rates can mike or break 
any section. 
With the stein handling of the truck and bus sit un-1 *'■ 
tion it leaves the people in poor shape to work any r e t a li a t i on .

OKOWINO S T R E N G T H OF I N T E R S T A T E COMMERCE COMMISSION 


R ecent news stories reveal a growing strength of the Inter­ 
state Commerce Commission. 
Not content with interstate com­ 
merce, the commission has even tried overriding the province of 
our own state railroad and warehouse commission. 
Brainerd is in a .section of Minnesota which is peculiarly sus­ 
ceptible to changes in freight rates. 
Only recently the I. ('. C. 
put in effect a raise of freight rates affecting so-called Fargo 
territory and as luck would have it, or rather to our misfortune, 
Brainerd was enmeshed in the section which was given the in­ 
creased freight rates. As matters now stand, a Minneapolis ship-j 
per, so it is said, can ship cheaper from Minneapolis to certain 
points on the Minnesota & International railway than Brainerd 
jobbers or wholesale men. 
The same situation, it is said, con­ 
fronts us on shipments to the west. 
Brainerd has generally believed itself in Twin Cities and 
Twin Ports territory. Lumber companies, flour people and other 
interests in Brainerd have taken up the matter of this unsought1 
change in our freight rates and a decision is expected shortly. 
The I. C. C. was dealing with interstate commerce in the* 
Fargo affair, but just recently its i tilings have collided headon 
with the Minnesota Railroad and Warehouse Commission. We fail 
to see where the I. C. O’. gains the power lo give us’ a schedule of 
freight rates within Minnesota jurisdiction. 
Many local shippers are studying this interesting situation 
and casting about for ,relief., .Farmers af a hearing in Minne­ 
apolis announced they would seek relief in establishment of true!, 
lines and do their own trucking in preference to payin,, high 
freight rates. 
We hope this whole matter can be amicably adjusted. 
We 
are glad to see the railroads sharing in the general prosperity of 
the country. 
The way railroad stocks are being quoted these 
days shows they are gradually recovering from the depression 
of former years. 
Care must be exercised that the equilibrium between railway 
freight rates and the well being of any community or section of j 
the state is not rudely disturbed. Freight rates can make or break 
any section. 
With the stern handling of the truck and bus siiua-i 
lion it leaves the people in poor shape to work any retaliation.

With such established authorities as Knufe Rockne, 
Tail Jones, Glenn Warner, Fielding Yost, Bill Roper, Andy Smith, Jess Haw­ 
ley and others too numerous to mention, lined up with a policy of "hands 
off,” there isn’t much chance that the fathers of football will take any ac­ 
tion against the forward pass at the meeting of the football rules committee. 
Practically all of the leading coaches are of the opinion that the game 
is almost perfect now, is enjoying its greatest popularity and they agree that 
the forward pass is responsible for the growth of the game. 
“rI’hc* open game,” Rockne and Yost said recently, “makes the game bet­ 
ter for the spectator and for the player.” 
“The forward pass," Edward K. Hall, chairman of the rules committee 
says, “has improved (lie game by putting speed and science ahead of beef 
and brawn.” 
The complaints against tile forward pass have come chiefly from coaches 
of teams that were defeated by forward passing attacks. 
“The forward puss, regardless of the perfection of Its execution, Is not 
without a defense,” Yost said. 
“There isn’t a play known to football 
that 
cannot he stopped by a defense against it.” 
For a man who has been associated with football for so many years, 
Yost has kept himself very modern. 
If he had not kept abreast of the times, 
Michigan would not he the great football institution that it is and Yost would 
he one of the old moss-back conservatives who cried when the forward pass 
was adopted and who have been spilling tears ever Hince. 
Yost, showed not only that. 
he was a fine sportsman but 
that he was 
willing to experiment with any kind of a novelty when he agreed 
lo play 
two games against Minnesota next fall. 
Minnesota lias the prospects of a wonderful team next fall and perhaps 
some of the Western conference coaches were willing to find an excuse to 
keep them off their schedules. 
The Minnesota team has had great difficulty in getting conference op­ 
ponents, some of the rival coaches falling hack on the excuse that the shift 
used at Minnesota Is illegal. 
“Some of them,” Yost says, "are afraid of the shift. It was never stopped 
until Michigan stopped it and we can do ll again.”
